Prune, . brother, 
This paraphrase of Mark Twain’g fa-

pomologists at the Ithaca State Agri- 
cultural college, who declare that 
many old apple trees are carrying. too 
much wood. -They warn, however, 


 agalnet Cutting out the large branches,: 


since this is likely to injure the tree 
rather than benefit it. 

The proper way to make this thim 
ning Is to cut_out a number of small 
branches about the,size of the finger, 
or possibly up to an Inch or an-toch 
and a‘half in diameter, throughout the
